Yet, from time to time we re- 
ceive letters from people who claim that they ordered 
our paper through some agent, but never received 
the paper. 

With reference to other papers and magazines, 
we would suggest that people insist on being shown a 
letter from their pastor by the agent if there was no 
pulpit announcement in his behalf. The only ones who 
will come to you for a subscription to OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR are those employed by the pastor himself 
and who are probably known to vou. 

The publishers of Catholic papers and magazines 
make every endeavor to secure the services of con- 
scientious solicitors, and will be glad to have people 
report to them instances not only of dishonest, but 
even of discourteous treatment. 
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Knowledge of self is essential for true spiritual 
progress. One who truly knows himself, his weak- 
nesses, his faults, will be humble; and humility is the 
foundation virtue. One who lacks humility is blind to 
his failings and hence cannot correct them, 
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copy of the Christian Herald, a. Pre- 
testant weekly published in New York 
City, in which I saw an article en- 
titled, “The Conquest of Mexico by 
Love.”
